THE CASE FOR THE RE-POSSESSION of the Kowloon 
Dairy brought by Mr. G. E. Ahwee against the Hong 
Kong Dairy Supply Co., Ltd., was continued this morn- 
ing at the Supreme Court before the Chief Justice, Sir 


Atholl MacGregor: 

Plaintiff sought to regain posses- 
sion of the ‘property, mesne profits 
from May 31, and an injunction re- 
straining defendants from using the 
trade name Kowloon Dairy and trade 
amurk No. 63 of 1925. 

Defendants counter-claimed dam- 
ages allegedly suffered. through the 
misconduct of plaintiff while he was 
in their service as farm manager. 

Mr. Eldon Potter, K.C., and Mr. H. 
Cc. Macnamara, instructed by Mr. D. 
H. Blake, of Wilkinson and Grist, ap- 
peared for plaintif¥. Defendants were 
represented by the Hon. Mr. Leo 
D’Almada, Jnr., instructed by Mr. D. 
B. Evans, of Johnson, Stokes and 
Master. : 

Major Mackenzie, Colonial Veterin- 
ary Surgeon, said he had visited the 
farm on several occasions in the 
course of his duty and had always 
found the place clean and well run.

If there had been any reports about 
the cleanliness of the place he would 
have been informed.

Now they are taken in by their own 
necromancy and do not consider death 
too harsh a punishment for anyone 
who contaminates his Nazi soul by 
listening to foreign incantations and 
sells his chance of entering into the 
Nazi Valhalla by yielding to the Devil 
when he offers him an earphone and 
secretly spreads carnal world of other 
broadcasts before him. 

“The idea that any radio broadcas- 
ter could disseminate his personality 
so fully that death alone can be con- 
sidered an adequate antidote is a com- 
pliment to the profession so extreme 
as to be sthggering in its implications.

MAN WHO ATTENDED His _ 
OWN. “FUNERAL” 


Some years ago {t was announced 
_ that Vital Douat, a native of France, 
had died in o little house on Ann 
St, in Plaistow, at that time an 
eastern suburban section of London. 
It seems that he was alone in the 
big city and that he was attended in 
his last illness by a fellow country- 
man known as M. Rubini: i 


The funeral was private and was 
attended: only by the so-called Mon- 
sleur Rubini and nothing more would 
have been heard of it if the widow 
of Vital Douat had not called at the 
office of an insurance company in 
Paris to collect a policy that had 
been made out In his name for $20,000 
in American money. 

Everything was {n order. Madame 
Douat presented the policy, a cer- 
tificate of death signed by a London 
physician, also a receipt for the burial 
fees from the English cemetery in 
which her husband had been inter- 
red. But to her surprise the insur- 
ance company postponed the pay- 
ment of the money until they had 
made an investigation into the illness 
und death of their client. 

They learned that Douat had lived 
originally in Bordeaux and that the 
policy had been placed through one 
of their agents in that city, although 
the Insured had come to Paris in or-

der to put through the transaction. He 
was a wine merchant, but after tak- 
Ing ottt the policy he had failed in 
business. He told his wife he was 
going to London in the hope of re- 
habilitating himself financially. They 
parted with mutual expressions of 
love and he promised to keep her 
informed of his movements.

From what they were able to learn 
Douat had rented the house on Ann 
St.'in Plaistow. But at that point the 
case became confused. The .nelgh- 
bours said the original tenant was a 
Monsieur Rubini. He was described 
ag a “fat and jolly” man. He had 


At this stage of the game Scotland 
Yard stepped into the. picture. .Na- 
thaniel Druscovich, one .of the 
cleverest detectives on its staff, found 
the undertaker who had conducted 
the funeral. He testified that Rubini 
had insisted that he must personally 
attend to the dressing of the body. 
So the undertaker merely furnished 
a ready-made casket with an unusual- 
ly heavy lead Mning. He put crepe 
on the door and had a hearse and 
o funeral car at the house on the 
morning of the intermenf. At the 
request of Rubini the handles on the 
casket were altered and placed on 
the ends instead of the sides In or- 
der to conform to French custom. 


The first important discovery made 
by Druscovich was that the ‘death 
certificate was a forgery. To the 
detective this suggested a reason why 
Rubini had insisted on dressing the 
body and fastening down the lid of 
the casket In the absence of the un- 
dertaker.

That night there was a conference 
at Scotland Yard. The theory was 


that another body- had. been substi- 
tuted for the Insured man, At all 
events it was determined to open the 
grave and examine the casket. The 
next morning two men withe picks 
and shovels went to work in the ceme- 
tery. Druscovich und two other Scot- 
land Yard men were present with the 
undertaker and a representative of 
the insurance company. 


When the casket was opened — it 
was found that no other body had 
been substituted for that of Douat. 
In fact there was no body at all. 
The casket was filled to the top with 
bricks and old metal. It had been

“AND THE ALLIES — 


London, To-day. 


RECENT DEVELOPMENTS in the Rumanian oil 
problem are giving rise to incorrect reports re- 
garding discussions between the Allies and Ru- 


One such report on Monday night stated that the 
Allies were threatening to break off relations 
with Rumania. This was specifically denied in 


London yesterday. 
According to semt-official circles, 
the position is that the German Gov- 
ernment is continually bringing pres- 
sure to bear on’ Rumania to try and 
get more and more of the oll the 
Reich needs. 


ALLIED FINANCE 
Rumania cannot easily meet the 
Nazi demand and so has announced 
her intention of establishing an: Oil 
Board to control supplies. 

Many of the Rumanian oll firme . 
are run by British and French 
capital and these = firms must, 
therefore, resist any attempt to 
compel them to supply oll to Ger- 
many. 

NO THREAT 

The Rumanian Government has 
stated it does not intend to interfere 
with trade to the Allies but points 
out that Germany is an important fac- 
tor in the econmic life of Rumania. 

Discussions in Bucharest between 
the Allics and Rumania have been to 
clarify the situation and there has 
been no kind of threat by the Allies 
to Rumania.—Reuter.
